A. TITLE OP SECTION I IS "THE CONCEPT OF A NEW INTER- 
NATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER AND THE SOCIO-CULTURAL ASPECT 
OF DEVELOPMENT." 

B. PARAGRAPH 6. 

"MANY COMMENTS WERE MADE ON THE CONCEPT OF A NEW INTER- 
NATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER IN RELATION TO THE SOCIO-CULTU- 
RAL ASPECT OF DEVELOPMENT. IN THIS CONNECTION, A NUMBER 
OF BOARD MEMBERS SPOKE OF THE ATTITUDES ADOPTED BY 
THEIR RESPECTIVE GOVERNMENTS, EITHER DURING THE DIS- 
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SIGNS. STRESS WAS LAID ON THE IMPORTANCE, WHICH DID NOT 
EMERGE IN THE DOCUMENT, OF THE CONSENSUS ACHIEVED AT 
THE SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION OE THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AND 
OE ITS CONCLUSIONS. THE DESIRE TO DEAL WITH REAL RATHER 
THAN RHETORICAL PROBLEMS AND TO AVOID BECOMING INVOL- 
VED IN WHAT MIGHT SEEM AN UNPRODUCTIVE DISCUSSION OE 
THE OPPOSING EEATURES OE A NEW WORLD ORDER AND AN OLD 
ORDER, LED SOME MEMBERS OE THE BOARD TO DWELL ON THE 
ECONOMIC NATURE OF THE PROBLEMS DIS- 
CUSSED BY THE SPECIAL SESSIONS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 
AND ON THE IMPORTANCE OE THE MULTILATERAL AND REGIONAL 
AGREEMENTS CURRENTLY BEING NEGOTIATED BETWEEN INDUSTRI- 
ALIZED AND DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IN THE SPHERE OE ECONO- 
MIC RELATIONS. ANOTHER LINE OF ACTION WAS REFER- 
RED TO WHEREBY AN INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRY MIGHT AGREE 
TO A CERTAIN REDIRECTION OF ITS PRODUCTION AND CON- 
SUMPTION SO AS TO FACILITATE A BETTER INTERNATIONAL 
DIVISION OF LABOR AND THUS CONTRIBUTE TO THE ESTABLISH- 
MENT OE A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER. THE IMPOR- 
TANCE OE THIS APPROACH WAS STRESSED BY SEVERAL 
MEMBERS OE THE BOARD." 

C. PARAGRAPH 7. 

"WHILE STRESSING THAT THE WORLD'S ECONOMIC STRUCTURES 
DID NOT ENTER INTO UNESCO'S SPHERE OE COMPETENCE AND 
THAT THE ORGANIZATION COULD DO NO MORE THAN REFER TO 
THE ATTITUDES ADOPTED ON THIS MATTER BY THE UNITED 
NATIONS, THE BOARD CONCURRED IN THE FINDINGS BROADLY 
OUTLINED IN THE DOCUMENT "MOVING TOWARDS CHANGE", 
NAMELY THAT THE NEED EOR CHANGE HAD BEEN PRODUCED BY 
ECONOMIC EACTS AND ASPIRATIONS, AND THAT THE ECONOMIC 
ASPECTS OE INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS ARE AN IMPORTANT 
ITEM IN ANY ANALYSIS, IN UNESCO'S EIELDS OE COMPE- 
TENCE AS WELL AS ELSEWHERE: EOR EXAMPLE, SCIENTIEIC 
AND TECHNOLOGICAL DEVELOPMENT CANNOT BE 
DIVORCED EROM THE EXCHANGE OF KNOWLEDGE, 

WHICH IS STILL OETEN DEPENDENT ON THE ACQUISITION OE 
PATENTS AND PROCESSES, THE COST OE WHICH REPRESENTS A 
HEAVY BURDEN ON THE ECONOMIES OE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. BUT ECONOMIC CONSIDERATIONS DO NOT GO EAR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ENOUGH, EOR ECONOMIC INSTRUMENTS ARE NO LONGER SUEEI- 
CIENT TO CONTROL AN EVOLUTIONARY PHENOMENON WHICH, 

TO QUOTE ONE OE THE MEMBERS OE THE BOARD, HAS CEASED 
TO OPERATE NATURALLY IN FAVOR OF MAN. " 

D. PARAGRAPH 9. 

"THE BOARD UNANIMOUSLY CONSIDERS THAT THE CONCEPT OE A 
NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER IS BASED ON A CERTAIN 
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SYSTEM OF VALUES, EMBODIES SOME OF THE FUNDAMENTAL 
ASPIRATIONS OF PEOPLES, AND PLOTS OUT A NEW WORLD 
ORDER IN WHICH JUSTICE AND FELLOWSHIP WOULD BE A REALI- 
TY, NOT ONLY IN RELATIONS BETWEEN DIFFERENT SOCIE- 
TIES BUT WITHIN EACH SOCIETY (PARAGRAPH 35 OF 99 EX/49) 
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THIS LEADS TO REAFFIRMING UNESCO'S SPECIAL ROLE IN 
STIMULATING, DEVELOPING AND DEEPENING THE CURRENT 
OF INTERNATIONAL SOLIDARITY AND COOPERATION BETWEEN 
ALL PEOPLES. AMONG THE ORGANIZATIONS OF THE UNITED 
NATIONS SYSTEM, UNESCO HAS PARTICULAR RESPONSIBILITIES 
WITH REGARD TO THE ELUCIDATION AND THE SPREAD OF THE 
ETHICAL PRINCIPLES SET FORTH IN THE DECLARATION ON THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW ECONOMIC ORDER." 

E. PARAGRAPH 10. 

"GOING BEYOND THE IDEA OF INTERDEPENDENCE, PASSIVELY 
ACCEPTED AS A NECESSITY, THE NOTION OF CO-RESPONSIBILI- 
TY IS BEING FURTHER DEVELOPED. THE IDEAS AND CONCEPT- 
TIONS DEVELOPED IN THIS CONNECTION IN PARAGRAPHS 29 TO 
38 OF THE DOCUMENT WERE SEEN AS A VERY REALISTIC 
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AND OBJECTIVE ATTEMPT TO DEEINE THE CONCEPT OF "ORDER" 
MORE PRECISELY. UNESCO, BY ITS GENERAL CALLING, IS IN A 
POSITION TO CONSIDER THE PROBLEMS OF OUR TIMES IN THEIR 
TOTALITY AND IN THEIR INTERDEPENDENCE, LINKING TO- 
GETHER THE THREE LEVELS AT WHICH THIS CONCEPT OPERATES: 
THE LEVEL OE THE ORGANIZATION OE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
RELATIONS, THE LEVEL OE INSTITUTIONALIZATION BASED ON 
UNCLASSIEIED 
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THE RECOGNITION OF RIGHTS AND DUTIES, AND THE LEVEL OP 
THE SYSTEM OP VALUES. THE ORGANIZATION'S UNITY OF 
APPROACH RESIDES IN ITS BASIC PREOCCUPATIONS, WHICH 
SHOULD BE THE PROMOTION OF SOCIAL JUSTICE AND 
WHICH SHOULD INDUCE THE ORGANIZATION TO DO EVERYTHING 
IN ITS POWER IN ORDER THAT THE NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER TAKES THE PORM OP A NEW HUMAN ORDER." 

P. PARAGRAPH II. 

"REPERRING TO THE PIRST THREE SECTIONS OF THE DOCUMENT 
:MOVING TOWARDS CHANGE", THE BOARD ATTACHED PARTICU- 
LAR IMPORTANCE TO ELUCIDATION OP THE RELATINSHIP BET- 
WEEN THE CONCEPT OP THE NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC OR- 
DER AND THE CONCEPT OP DEVELOPMENT. THOUGH THE OB- 
STACLES TO DEVELOPMENT ARE ALSO OBSTACLES TO THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER, IT 
WOULD NOT BE RIGHT TO IDENTITY THE TWO CONCEPTS. THE 
NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER PROVES IN PACT TO BE 
BOTH ONE OP THE PACTORS GOVERNING DEVELOPMENT AND ONE 
OP THE AIMS PURSUED IN DEVELOPMENT." 

G. PARAGRAPH 12. 

" IT IS ONE OF THE NECESSARY FACTORS OF DEVELOPMENT: 
EXPERIENCE IN RECENT DECADES, ITS POSITIVE ASPECTS AS 
WELL AS IT NEGATIVE ASPECTS, HAD INDEED SHOWN THAT 
SOCIETIES' EFPORTS TO DEVELOP ARE CLOSELY LINKED TO 
EXTERNAL PACTORS, AND IN PARTICULAR TO THE SYSTEM OP 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC RELATIONS. UNDERDEVELOP- 
MENT, WHICH SHOULD NOT BE VIEWED AS INEVITABLY BOUND 
UP WITH GEOGRAPHY OR CULTURE, CANNOT BE OVERCOME WITH- 
OUT TAKING ACCOUNT OP THE WORLD SYSTEM OP WHICH IT IS 
A PART, AND WHICH TENDS TO ACCENTUATE EXISTING DIS- 
PARITIES RATHER THAN TO REDUCE THEM. THE REPLACEMENT 
OP THIS SYSTEM BY AN ORDER "BASED ON EQUITY, SOVEREIGN 
EQUALITY, INTERDEPENDENCE, COMMON INTEREST AND CO- 
OPERATION AMONG ALL STATES, IRRESPECTIVE OP THEIR ECO- 
NOMIC AND SOCIAL SYSTEMS" (RESOLUTION 3201 (S-VI)) 

WOULD THUS APPEAR TO REPRESENT THE CONTEXT WITHIN 
WHICH TRULY SELP-SUSTAINING DEVELOPMENT PROCESSES CAN 
BE BROUGHT ABOUT." 

H. PARAGRAPH 13. 
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"THE NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER IS ONE OF THE 
AIMS OE DEVELOPMENT. IE THE OVERALL PURPOSE IS TO DEVE- 
LOP "ALL MEN AND WOMEN, AND EVERY ASPECT OE THE INDIVI- 
DUAL" (99 EX/49, PARAGRAPH 15), VALUES SUCH AS 
JUSTICE AND FELLOWSHIP MUST IMBUE RELATIONS BETWEEN 
HUMAN GROUPS AND IN PARTICULAR ALL RELATIONS BETWEEN 
STATES, INCLUDING ECONOMIC RELATIONS. 

I. PARAGRAPH 14. 

"UNESCO'S CONTRIBUTION TO DEVELOPMENT,BASED ON AN OVER- 
ALL, MULTIDISCIPLINARY APPROACH WHICH TAKES ACCOUNT OF 
ALL THE COMPONENTS CONTRIBUTING THERETO, UNDER 
THE VARIOUS HEADINGS OF TECHNOLOGY, ECONOMICS, OR SOCIAL 
CULTURAL AND POLITICAL FACTORS (98 EX/DECISION 4.1), 

IS THUS ALSO ESSENTIAL TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER. IN THIS CONNECTION, THE 
ORGANIZATIONS' ACTION ON BEHALF OF THE LEAST DEVELOPED 
COUNTRIES, WHICH WAS THE SUBJECT OE THE REPORTS BY 
PROFESSOR KI ZERBO AND MR. L. SLEEPER, WITH WHOSE CON- 
CLUSIONS THE BOARD UNANIMOUSLY CONCURS, IS PARTICULARLY 
IMPORTANT. THE CHALLENGES OF ILLITERACY AND RURAL 
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POVERTY MUST BE TAKEN UP." 

J. PARAGRAPH 15. 

"WORLD DEVELOPMENT MUST BE BASED, AMONG OTHER THINGS, ON 
EACH NATION'S OWN SOLUTIONS TO ITS OWN INTERNAL PROB- 
LEMS, AND THE BOARD IS UNANIMOUSLY IN EAVOR OF MULTIPLE 
EORMS OD DEVELOPMENT AND AGREED ON THE ABSOLUTE NECESSI- 
TY EOR EACH COUNTRY TO BE EREE TO CHOOSE A MODEL SUITED 
TO ITS ASPIRATIONS AND AIMS. CERTAIN MEMBERS OE 
THE BOARD ARE OE THE OPINIONS THAT THE ESTABLISHEMNT 
OE A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER CALLS FOR GREATER 
ATTENTION THAN EVER BEEORE TO THE NOTION OF ENDOGE- 
NOUS DEVELOPMENT AND THE STUDY OE DEVELOPMENT MODELS. 
UNESCO'S CONTRIBUTION MUST, IN THIS RESPECT, TAKE 
ACCOUNT OE ALL THE SYSTEMS EXISTING IN THE WORLD, WHICH 
MAY BE EOUNDED ON DIEEERENT BASIC IDEAS CONCERNING THE 
EVOLUTION OE SOCIETIES THEMSELVES, BUT AT THE SAME TIME, 

IT MUST NOT EXCLUDE NEW DEVELOPMENT MODELS. IT IS OUT OF 
THE QUESTION THAT IT SHOULD AIM, IN THIS AREA, AT PRO- 
DUCING ANY KIND OP NORMATIVE STUDY; ON THE OTHER HAND, 
UNESCO CANNOT IGNORE THE GOLBAL EVOLUTION OF HUMAN 
SOCIETIES, IN SO PAR AS THE INTERNATIONAL ORDER IS MORE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THAN THE SUM OF NATIONAL ORDERS, AS ONE OP THE MEMBERS 
OP THE BOARD PUT IT: ETHICAL CONSIDERATIONS, AND THE 
PACT THAT PEACE CANNOT BE DISSOCIATED FROM DEVELOPMENT, 
THAT THE WORLD'S RESOURCES ARE LIMITED AND THAT WASTAGE 
CANNOT BE TOLERATED IN THE LONG TERM, AND THAT SOVEREIG- 
NTY AND CO-RESPONSIBILITY CAN BE CONCEIVED ONLY AS 
COMPLEMENTARY NOTIONS BEING DEVELOPED WITH A VIEW TO 
CREATING AWARENESS OP WORLD SOLIDARITY, MAKE IT ESSEN- 
TIAL TO REMEDY INJUSTICES AND TO ACHEIVE A PAIRER 
DISTRIBUTION OF NATURAL RESOURCES AND WEALTH. THIS 
OBJECTIVE CAN BE ATTAINED ONLY BY CONTINUOUS PROBING 
AND THOUGHT." 

K. PARAGRAPH 16. 

"SEVERAL MEMBERS OP THE BOARD WERE OP THE OPINION THAT 
UNESCO SHOULD "MONITOR" THE VARIOUS TRENDS APPEARING 
IN THE WORLD WITH REGARD TO THESE MAJOR PROBLEMS AND 
SHOULD UNDERTAKE ACTIVITIES OP INPORMATION AND EXPLA- 
NATION WHICH WOULD HELP TO MAKE PEOPLE AWARE OP THEM, 
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PAYING PARTICULAR ATTENTION TO THE IMPOR- 
TANCE OF YOUTH AND TO THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE UNI- 
VERSITIES FOR PROMOTING THOUGHT AND DISSEMINATING IDEAS. 
THE BOARD, FOR ITS PART, IS PREPARED PERIODICALLY TO 
RECONSIDER THE EUNDAMENTAL PROBLEMS RELATING TO THE

SUGGESTED BY THE DIRECTOR GENERAL, ON THE BASIS OF

CONSIDERS THAT THIS REPRESENTS A FUNDAMENTAL ELEMENT 
OF INTERNATIONAL STRATEGY WHICH SHOULD BE THE SUBJECT OF 
REFLECTION OVER A PERIOD OF YEARS. THE BOARD CONSIDERS 
THAT THE DIRECTOR GENERAL MIGHT BE AUTHORIZED TO ASSERT 
AND SECURE ACCEPTANCE OE THE ORGANIZATION'S SPECIFIC 
ROLE AND SPECIAL RESPONSIBILITIES WITHIN THE UNITED 
NATIONS SYSTEM FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNA- 
TIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER AND TO ENSURE THAT UNESCO'S WORK 
COMPLEMENTS THAT OF OTHER UNITED NATIONS AGENCIES AND 
BODIES, BOTH PRESENT AND FUTURE."

"THE CONTRIBUTIONS TO BE MADE BY UNESCO TO THE NEW INTER- 
NATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER WITHIN ITS SPHERES OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COMPETENCE, AS DEFINED BY THE GENERAL CONEERENCE (RESO- 
LUTION 12.1, PARAGRAPH 6) INVOLVE TWO LEVELS OF ACTIVI- 
TY: ON THE ONE HAND REELECTION, ETHICAL ACTION AND THE 
GENERAL DISSEMINATION OF KNOWLEDGE AND IDEAS; AND ON 
THE OTHER THE SPECIFIC AREAS OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, 
RESPECT FOR CULTURAL IDENTITY, EDUCATION, COMMUNICATION 
AND THE SOCIAL SCIENCES." 

M. PARAGRAPH 18. 

"IN THE FIRST RESPECT, UNESCO'S ROLE INVOLVES CONCERTA- 
TION, WITH A VIEW TO PRODUCING UNIFIED CONCEPTS AND 
AGREEMENT ON THE RELATIVE IMPORTANCE OF THE VALUES TO BE 
PROTECTED, AND ANALYSIS, WITH A VIEW TO DEEINING THE 
BASES FOR A STRATEGY OF CHANGE. CERTAIN MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD CONSIDER THAT THIS ANALYSING FUNCTION SHOULD BE 
EXERCISED IN A EORWARD-LOOKING MANNER, I.E. BY ANTICIPA- 
TING, ON THE BASIS OE THE WIDE DIVERSITY OF EXISTING OR 
FUTURE DEVELOPMENT MODELS, THE VARIOUS PROCESSES WHICH 
MAY LEAD TO THE ESTABLISHMENT OE A NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER. CONCERTATION AND ANALYSIS SHOULD BE 
APPLIED IN THE VARIOUS FIELDS IN WHICH UNESCO HAS A GE- 
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NERAL RESPONSIBILITY, WHICH, TO RESTATE THE OBJECTIVES 
AS FORMULATED BY THE GENERAL CONFERENCE, ARE INTER ALIA: 
RESEARCH ON MEASURES AIMED AT ASSURING HUMAN RIGHTS; 
PEACE RESEARCH AND MEASURES TO BE TAKEN IN ORDER TO 
MAINTAIN AND REINFORCE A JUST, LASTING AND CONSTRUCTIVE 
PEACE AT THE LEVEL OE GROUPS, SOCIETIES AND THE WORLD; 
PROMOTION OE THE STUDY OF INTERNATIONAL LAW AND FORMU- 
LATION OF A GLOBAL, MULTI-DISCIPLINARY INTERPRETATION 
OF DEVELOPMENT. MANY SPEAKERS DWELT ON THE 
FACT THAT THE ARMS RACE DIVERTED VAST RESOURCES AND PRE- 
VENTED THEIR BEING USED IN DEVELOPMENT; TRUE PEACE, 

IN THE SENSE IN WHICH UNESCO UNDERSTOOD IT, WAS A'TUST, 
LASTING AND CONSTRUCTIVE PEACE" WHICH SHOULD BE RE- 
GARDED NOT ONLY AS THE ABSENCE OF WAR BUT ALSO AS A 
DEMOCRATIC AND EQUITABLE SYSTEM OF INTERNATIONAL RELA- 
TIONS AND AS THE ESTABLISHMENT AND MAINTENANCE OF AN 
ORDER OF CONCERTED UNDERSTANDING AND CO-OPERATION 
BETWEEN PEOPLES, INTIMATELY BOUND UP WITH RESPECT FOR, 
AND THE PROMOTION OF, HUMAN RIGHTS AND DESIGNED TO 
FURTHER THE PROGRESS AND WELL BEING OF ALL PEOPLES." 

N. PARAGRAPH 21. 

"EOR DETAILED ANALYSIS OF THE PROBLEMS RELATING TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY, THE BOARD REFERS TO MR. DAYAL'S 
REPORT, WHICH DESCRIBES THE CONDITIONS FOR, AND METHODS 
OF ACHIEVING, ENDOGENOUS SCIENTIFIC DEVELOPMENT. IT 
EMPHASIZES THE TWO ASPECTS OF THE PROBLEM THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES HAVE TO FACE: THEY MUST, OF NECESSITY, TURN 
TO THE SCIENTIFICALLY BETTER EQUIPPED COUNTRIES FOR THE 
TECHNOLOGIES THEY NEED TO IMPORT FOR THEIR IINDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT, AND MUST CONSEQUENTLY BEAR THE CONSIDERABLE 
BURDEN OF THE COST OF PATENTS, WHICH ARE THE SUBJECT OF

OWN SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL POTENTIAL. UNESCO'S 
ASSISTANCE SHOULD PROVIDE THEM WITH A CHOICE, ENABLING 
THEM FREELY TO DETERMINE THEIR SCIENCE POLICY IN ACCOR- 
DANCE WITH THEIR SPECIFIC NEEDS. IN CONNECTION WITH THE

"SCIENCE IS, OF COURSE, UNIVERSAL, AND THROUGHOUT HISTO- 
RY THE FREE EXCHANGE OF INFORMATION AMONG RESEARCHERS 
HAS DONE MUCH TO HELP FORWARD ADVANCES ON WHICH THE 
WHOLE OF MANKIND COULD DRAW; A FERVENT PLEA WAS MADE FOR 
ACCOUNT TO BE TAKEN OF THIS FACT, WHICH HAD ENABLED 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO REAP THE BENEFIT,IN THE 
SPHERE OF HEALTH FOR EXAMPLE, OF RESEARCH CARRIED OUT

THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES STAND TO GAIN FROM POOLING
